What are Youth Development Programs and Organizations? 

Youth development programs enable young people, ages five to 19, to deal successfully with life's challenges and prepare 
them for independence and the responsibilities of being parents, workers, and citizens. Youth development organizations 
help youth develop;

personal values and ethics, a sense of responsibility and citizenship including participation in civic life 
and community service, and a respect for diversity; 

omotional compotoncios 

sense of personal identity, self confidence, autonomy, and the ability to resist negative peer pressure; 

physical compotoncios 

physical conditioning and endurance and an appreciation for and strategies to achieve life-long physical 
health and fitness; and 

cognitive compotoncios 

knowledge, reasoning ability, creativity, and a lifelong commitment to learning and achievement. 

These competencies are promoted through organizations and activities which facilitate mentoring, arts, values education, 
leadership development, community service, sports and recreation, school-aged child care, career counseling, job skills 
training, life skills training, health education, camping, environmental education, ethnic or cultural enrichment, tutoring, and 
academic enrichment.
